Macaulay,  Algernon  Lucas 
returned  to  England  and  enlisted 
in  the  army.  He  was  wounded  in 
France  and,  while  convalescing  in 
Ireland,  was  killed  by  a  sniper' s 
bullet  on  April  29,  1916.

Mr.  Manion 
initiated  a  number  of 
organizational  changes, 
including  establishing 
separate  Elementary  and 
Senior  departments,  and 
forming  a  Student 
Council  and  a  Parents' 
Organization. 
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William  Mitchel 

In  January  of  1985  William 
Mitchell  became  the  seventh 
headmaster  of  Selwyn  House 
School.  Under  his  leadership, 
the  school  has  grown  from  490 
students  to  570.  In  his  first 
year,  Mr.  Mitchell  oversaw  the 
acquisition  of  St.  Andrew's 
United  Church,  now  known  as 
the  Macaulay  Building.  He  has 
initiated  a  strategic  planning 
policy,  greatly  expanded  the 
school's  technology  and 
biliteracy  programmes,  and 
extended  financial  aid  to  10 
per  cent  of  SHS  students.
